Father Mottet lives in a Catholic 
Worker house in Washington D.C. and is 
executive director of the CHD, a program 
supported by American Catholics in a 
national collection taken during the 
Thanksgiving season. 


“IT’S A little U.N.,’’ Father Mottet 
said, describing the crafts cooperative to 
about 20 persons gathered at Blessed 
Sacrament church hall. The co-op is a 
project of the Refugee Resettlement 
Center, sponsored by Catholic 

' Community Services. 

Refugees. from about 15 different 
cultures are helped at the center. Some of 
the refugees have found their native crafts 
to be marketable in the United States. 


In fact, Father Douglas Regin, CCS 
director and Father Mottet’s San Diego 
guide, said ‘‘brokers’’ have purchased the 
refugees’ crafts at low prices and have 
sold them at significantly higher prices at 
swap meets and garage sales. 

THE COOPERATIVE hopes to deal 
“‘basic injustice’ and bring 


“Tt will not only preserve their culture 
for their children, but it will earn them 
some money, too,’’ Father Mottet said. 


The cooperative is a good example of 
this year’s CHD theme, ‘‘A hand up, not 
a handout.’ CHD grants go to self-help 
projects that have to be controlled by the 
poor. 

SOUP. LINES are not CHD fare. 
“‘We’re looking for groups that make 
fundamental change,’’ Father Mottet 
said.

SAN DIEGO — The 


paralysis of transportation’’ in rain- 


ravaged Northern Peru has led a native - 


San Diego priest to leave remote Western 
Alaska to work on a network of airstrips 
in Peru. 

Augustinian Father Richard ‘‘R. K.’’ 
Smith, who taught mathematics and 
science at Saint Augustine High School 


for 10 years, has taken on the job of | 


outfitting a Cessna aircraft so it can fly in 
the Andes mountains. : 


FATHER SMITH, who was a pastor 
in Alaska, was in Los Angeles on business 
when he ran into his: former classmate, 
Bishop John McNabb, OSA, first bishop 
of the prelature of Chulucanas in Peru. 

Bishop McNabb knew Father Smith 

‘ was a pilot, so he asked the priest to study 
the possibility of creating a network of 
small airstrips in the mountainous Andes 
communities. 


Last winter, the area was deluged with _ 


40 times its normal rainfall. It rained 
torrentially every day for six months. 
_ Major highways, roads and bridges were 
washed away, leading to 
paralysis of the area.

FOOD, CAR parts, medicine, mail 
and other necessary goods are practically 
impossible to get in some areas of 
Northern Peru. 


‘“NASA says it (torrential rain) is likely 
to occur ‘for the next 10 years. That, of 
course, has people frightened to death,’’ 
Father Smith said. 


-Bishop McNabb spoke with the 
government of Peru in May and found it 
was not opposed to the: Church building 
about 16 airstrips. 


FOR SIX weeks Father Smith 
surveyed the area by air in his order’s 
aircraft and ‘discovered the ruins of 
several airports the government had 
closed down years ago. 


Father Smith suggested that people 
clear the landing areas and flatten the 
ground.. The Huancabamba Airport 
Development (7,000 feet) became ‘‘the 
best by far’’ when villagers not only 
cleared the area but used a concrete roller 
to flatten the strip. 


Enthusiasm for the airstrips has been 
phenomenal, the priest said. In many 
cases, if the Church-run radio stations

Accepting peace prize, 
cardinal says apathy 


‘Slows disarmament 


WASHINGTON (NC) — — Arms 
control efforts have ‘‘not produced 
startling results’’ over the past 20 years 
partly because of the American public’s 
apathy, Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of 
Chicago said in accepting the 1983 Albert 


~ Einstein Peace Prize. 


“In the pastoral letter the bishops 


described ‘a new moment’ in the nuclear 


‘age, marked. by the increased public 
awareness”’ of the need for arms control, 
he said in remarks prepared for delivery 
at an awards luncheon. 


‘“‘WE MUST, however, be especially 
conscious just now, when the public is 
acutely sensitive to the nuclear issue, that 
previous periods of public interest have 
been followed by long stretches of public 
apathy,’’ he said. 


“‘When apathy prevails, policy lacks 
both the discipline and the support 
afforded by public opinion. 
Unscrutinized policy decisions are among 
the costs of public apathy,’’ he said. 


Cardinal Bernardin headed the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops’ 
committee which drafted the pastoral 


letter, ‘“The Challenge of Peace: God’s 
Promise and Our Response. ’’

SENTENCED — Two leaders of the Irish 
Republican Army’s political arm were 
sentenced Nov. 9 to one year of unsupervised 
probation for trying to enter the United States 
illegally in 1982. The two men from Northern 
Ireland were found guilty of making false and 
‘fictitious statements to immigration officials to 
enter the United States from Canada. 

STATE RELIGION? — A draft version of 
a new treaty governing relations between the 
Vatican and Italy specifies that Catholicism 
will no longer be Italy’s state religion, an 
Italian newspaper reported. Other 
modifications of the 1929 concordat (treaty) 
include optional religious instruction in state 
schools and the legal review of church-granted 
annulments before a civil annulment is 
granted. 

LAITY’S DUTY — The Catholic laity has 
a responsibility to exert a Christian influence 
on secular society, especially regarding social 
and economic policies, Pope John Paul II said. 


The pope spoke to a group of Australian ~ 


bishops making their required visit to the Holy 
See to report on the status of their dioceses. 

CDA CHAPLAIN — Bishop Charles V. 
Grahmann of Victoria, Texas, has been 
named national chaplain of the 
180,000-member Catholic Daughters of the 
Americas, Loretta Knebel, national regent, 
said. Bishop Grahmann succeeds Bishop 
Joseph A. McNicholas of Springfield, Ill., who 
died last. April. 

“EVANGELIZE’ — Catholics should 
celebrate the gift of religious liberty with a 
nationwide evangelization effort, Msgr. John 
P. Foley said at a Mass to mark the 250th 
anniversary of Old St. Joseph’s Church in 
Philadelphia. 

CONDEMNED — Citing the threat of 


Communism, the Catholic bishops of France 
condemned total pacifism. and unilateral 


disarmament and declared that ‘‘nuclear ~ 


deterrence is still legitimate.’’ At the annual 
general meeting of the French Bishop’s 
Conference in Lourdes, the bishops’ 
overwhelmingly approved a 5,000-word 
statement, titled ‘‘Winning Peace.’’ The vote 
was 93-2. 

KILLED — A bullet-ridden body found in 
Guatemala City was identified recently as that 
of Franciscan Father Augusto Ramirez 
Monasterio. The murder was condemned by 
Pope John Paul II, Guatemalan government 
and other Church officials. The priest had 
been shot several times and his body thrown 
from a moving vehicle and dragged about 150 
yards. 

SUCCESSOR — Cardinal Joseph 
Bernardin of Chicago has been named 
chairman of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life 
Activities. He succeeds Cardinal Terence 
Cooke of New York, who died Oct. 6. 


NUN SHOT — Immaculate Heart of Mary 


Sister John Clement Hungerman, 49, a 
physics teacher at Marygrove College, was 
killed Nov. 7 in an apparent robbery attempt 
in Detroit, police reported. Sister John 
Clement, who used exercise as a treatment for 
her rheumatoid arthritis, was shot while 
walking home from a class. 

NAMED — Pope John Paul II named 
Father Adam J. Maida, 53, vice chancellor of 
the Diocese of Pittsburgh and former president 
of the Canon Law Society of America, to be 
bishop of Green Bay, Wis., replacing Bishop 
Aloysius Wycislo, who resigned in May at 75. 
Installation is expected in January. 

CONTROVERSY — A controversial 
proposal to add an anti-abortion sentence to 
the Equal Rights Amendment has been 
endorsed by the U.S. Catholic Conference, 
public policy arm of the U.S. bishops. Msgr. 
Daniel Hoye, USCC general secretary, urged 
members of Congress to support the additional 
sentence, which reads, ‘Nothing in (the ERA)

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Ecumenical Service Center: ‘Main service is food’

OCEANSIDE — One year ago an 
ecumenical food center opened with a 
prayer service in which one man thanked 
God that ‘‘the Holy Spirit crosses 
denominational lines.’’ Since then, the 
operators of the center have found that 
poverty crosses those lines as well. 


The Ecumenical Service Center, 
located in a former residence on Tremont 
Street in downtown Oceanside, has 
served 20 to 30 people every Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday, its operating 
days. 

‘“WE’VE SUPPLIED food for over 
8,000 since we’ve been open,’’ Marylou 
Sauerborn, center director, said. 


Although the center’s all-volunteer staff 
makes referrals and counsels those who 
drop by for food packages, ‘‘Our main 
service is food,’’ Mrs. Sauerborn noted. 


Those who qualify for emergency food 
receive enough to feed each family 
member three meals for three days. 
Transients, who have no access to 
cooking facilities, are given ‘‘street 
packs’’ of items that need no preparation. 

FOR THOSE who can prepare meals, 
high protein-low cost foodstuffs like 
beans, rice, tuna and macaroni are often 
included in the bundles, Mrs. Sauerborn 
said. 

“‘We have no rigid requirements. 
Generally, if the person is hungry and 


wants food they qualify,’’ Mrs. 
Sauerborn, the only paid employee, 
remarked. 


Clients are interviewed when they 
arrive. ‘‘We try to assess what their 
problem is. The hunger we’re seeing is a 
symptom of all the other chaos in their 
lives.”’ 


OFTEN, THE person does not know 
he or she is eligible for general relief, 
welfare or some other kind of aid. 


Volunteer workers lead their clients to 


community resources ‘‘to get them-on 
their feet,”’ she said. 


One volunteer counsels those persons 
who want to job hunt. The center keeps 
an updated jobs board and the job 
counselor helps people plan - for 
interviews. 


THE MAJOR portion of the center’s 
budget goes for food, but some is spent 
helping clients with prescriptions, bus 
tokens, gasoline and shelter. 


The Ecumenical Service Center wants 
to be a consistent source of food, but it 
does not aim at being ‘‘a chronic source’”’ 
for the same people. It should not be used 
simply to stretch food budgets, Mrs. 
Sauerborn said. 


‘‘We do not encourage them to be 
dependent on the center,’’ she added, 
stressing the center is an emergency food 
source. ; 


MRS. SAUERBORN thinks the center 
has been ‘‘tremendously successful’ 
because ‘‘we have from the beginning 
been committed to being a consistent 
source of food...we always have enough.”’ 


That has been accomplished with one 
small grant. The vast majority of 
operating expenses over the first year 
were covered by donations from 
churches, individuals and civic 
organizations. 


“‘The support is really widespread,”’ 
Mrs. Sauerborn said. Five groups have 
pledged consistent support: Catholic 
Community Services, Episcopal 
Community Services, Lutheran Social 
Services, Metro of the United Methodist 
Churches and the Presbytery of San 
Diego. 

.OTHER CHURCHES and 
community groups, along with local 
churches under the umbrella of those five 
main groups, have chipped in too. 


“The ecumenism here is really 
important,’” Mrs. Sauerborn noted, 
praising the ‘‘beautiful spirit’’ of 
cooperation she has witnessed. 

Some of the volunteers also had 
accolades for the center. “‘I really*think

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that it’s the most Christian thing I do,’’ 
Ruth Milan, a Methodist volunteer, 
said. She feels she can pray anywhere, 
anytime, but knows that an opportunity 
for service ‘‘doesn’t come along that 
often.”’ 


DELORES JOHNSON, a Catholic, 
just began helping out at the center. 
““They’ve helped me through counseling 
and food and just understanding. I felt 
like if I ever got the chance I’d want to 
help people like they helped me,’’ she 
said. ° 


About half of those aided by the center 
have been transients, but the other half 
are local residents who are established in 
the area. 


From July through September 1983, 
483 of those receiving aid had lived in 
North County one year or less. Another 
688, clients had.lived in the area for more 


than a year. 


“‘THESE ARE not just people from 
other parts of the county. They are our 
own,’’ Mrs. Sauerborn said. 


Although there are some indications 
the economy has improved over the last 
year, Mrs. Sauerborn has not seen it. 
‘‘My feeling is that things have not 
changed enough to. help the person who is 
out of work,”’’ she said. 


The center continues to serve more 
people, plenty of whom have no job, no 
shelter and no food. For instance, from 
July through September 1983 more than’ 
half of those aided had no income. 


CATHOLIC Community Services 
provided a staff person for the first seven 
months of operations; has its accounting 
department supervise the center’s 
finances; and frees its director of 
Emergency Services to supervise. 


Christian rock: New twist to ‘respectable’ music

SAN DIEGO — Rock ’n’ roll once was called ‘‘the 
devil’s music.’’ The fierce disapproval rock met with in its 
infancy has not disappeared — some fundamentalist 
preachers still host record burnings, where youngsters are 
encouraged to destroy the music before it destroys them. 


But rock has gained enough respectability in the United 
States for Christian musicians to couple it with spiritual or 
religious lyrics, and they have found a lucrative market. 


CONTEMPORARY Christian Music (CCM), as it is 
called by many, is as varied as popular music in general. 
Christians write and record jazz, techno-pop, folk, heavy 
metal, middle of the road (MOR), jazz, blues, gospel and 
several other styles. 

There are charts, comparable to Cashbox and Billboard 
in the secular world, that chronicle the popularity of 
Christian music. CCM concerts are held at secular and 
religious colleges, churches and amusement parks.

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Editorial

-. Our task is to emphasize 


morality of ‘life’ questions 


“Respect for human life has been gradually declining in our society... To 
some degree this reflects a secularizing trend and a rejection of moral 
imperatives based on belief in God and His plan for creation. It also reflects 
a tendency for individuals to give primary attention to what is personally 
rewarding and satisfying to them, to the exclusion. of responsible concern for 
the well-being of other persons and soctety.’’ 


These opening lines in the U.S. bishops’ Pastoral Plan for 
Pro-Life Activities provided both an indictment .of modern 
society and a challenge to Catholics as they try to live out their 
faith in a society in which ‘“‘life’’ issues are being tested and 
debated. 

The indictment can be described thusly: “‘life’’ questions — 
whether abortion, new technology aimed at overcoming 
infertility, a growing population of older people, or war and 
peace — are discussed and often resolved without considering the 
moral implications. The fundamental moral question of rightness 
or wrongness either gets shoved aside or becomes obscured. 

There are many reasons for this. Possibly there is the belief 
that the moral questions involved are too complex, or that 
opinions are so divided that a consensus is impossible. Or 
perhaps it may be we have not taken enough time to give serious 
consideration to morality. 


The challenge facing members of the Church is to make sure’ 


that moral questions are considered. The task is to approach 
these ‘‘life’’ issues in this way: ‘‘Granted, this is the situation, 
but is what we are doing right or wrong? What are the moral 
implications of this action or policy? How does it square with the 
Gospel and the tenets of our faith?’’ 

We are all familiar with the continuing debate over abortion 
and the many aspects of the issue. 


A newer, emerging issue is the new medical technology known 
as in vitro fertilization, which is aimed at helping infertile couples 
have children. At first glance this may appear to be a positive 


_ thing, since it enables women who cannot conceive children. in 


the normal way to still have children. 
But what are the moral implications of this new eonAceay 
Simply because science has found an answer to infertility, do 
we rush full steam ahead without exploring the total implications 
of this new method of human reproduction? Does the end justify 
the means? Such questions need to be considered. 


In his encyclical, The Redeemer of Man, Pope John Paul I! 
wrote: ‘‘The development of technology...demands a 
proportionate development of morals and ethics. For the present, 
this last development seems always to be left far behind.”’ 

If this is the case, then the challenge we face is to make certain 
that the moral and ethical questions keep pace with the 
technology. Everyone may not be equipped to explore these 
moral implications in depth, but everyone must be aware that 
there are moral implications involved. 


Another issue that raises moral questions is war and peace. 
Even though the U.S. bishops have written a pastoral letter on 
the subject, many still view the question as being military and 
political. 

The bishops say in their pastoral letter that no society “‘can live 
in peace with itself or with the world without a full awareness of 
the worth and dignity of every human person and the sacredness 
of all human life.”’ 

The problem is that this awareness gets lost in the shuffle, 
unless voices are constantly being raised as a reminder that 
respect for human life — human life at all stages — must be the 
focus of attention. 

Our task, in living our Catholic faith, is to keep that focus.

WASHINGTON — _ ‘Twenty years 
after the assassination of John F. 
Kennedy, his election — and subsequent 
1,000 days as president — is still regarded 
as a momentous event in the history of 
American Catholicism 


Though he is still the only Catholic to 
have served in the highest office in the 
land, his election and performance in that 
office diminished but did not erase the 
anti-Catholicism of his day. According to 
at least one public opinion survey, it led 
to a greater acceptance of Catholics in 
political life. 

ANOTHER survey, though, found 
that there still may be significant 
resistance among Americans to another 
Catholic president. 


Kennedy’s election was a ‘‘symbolic 
liberation’? for U.S. Catholics, says 
Msgr. Francis J. Lally, a Boston priest 
who knew Kennedy and who has worked 
since 1975 as social development and 
world peace director of the U.S. Catholic 
Conference in Washington. 


Msgr. Lally, who was editor of The 
Pilot, Boston archdiocesan newspapre, 
when Kennedy was senator and 
president, said Kennedy was conscious of 
the contribution he was making to the 
involvement of Catholics in the political 
process. His election and his service as 
president lifted forever the stigma that 
Catholics could not aspire to high U.S. 
government positions, the priest added. 


EXPRESSING a similar view was 
Msgr. John Tracy Ellis, the Catholic 
University of America professor regarded 
as the foremost U.S. Church historian. 


Kennedy’s election marked a ‘‘very ~ 


real turning of the American mind,’’ said 
Msgr. Ellis. ‘‘People saw that the republic 
had not been: impaired by Kennedy’s 
presidency. It put minds more at ease.”’ 


As a result, when Sens. Robert 
Kennedy (D-NY) and Eugene McCarthy 


_(D-Minn.) sought the Democratic 
nomination in; 1968, there was ‘‘anything- 


but an outcry’’ about their religion, said 
Msgr. Ellis. Also, states where one might 
expect continued hostility toward 
Catholicism have since been willing to 
elect Catholics to Congress, he noted, 
citing Sen. Jeremiah Denton (R-Ala.), 
elected in 1980, as an example. 


KENNEDY’S election also made it 
possible for a presidential candidate like 
Sen. George McGovern (D-SD) to say 
explicitly that he wanted a Catholic 
running mate, according to Msgr. Ellis. 
McGovern first chose Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton (D-Mo.) before settling on R. 
Sargent Shriver when Eagleton withdrew. 


But Msgr. Ellis was not willing to 
attribute the acceptance of Catholics in 
high public office entirely to Kennedy’s 
election. Another trend of the past two 
decades has been the ‘‘secularization’”’ of 
American society, he said, with fewer 
people concerned or aware of the religious 
beliefs of others. 


Though the reasons may vary, there 
has been extraordinary growth ‘in the 
number of Catholics in Congress since 
Kennedy’s election in 1960. + mat 


IN JANUARY 1961, when Kennédy 


assumed office, only 100 of the 535 


‘members of the House and Senate were 


Catholics. But since then Catholic 


- membership has increased steadily so that 


after the 1982 election 141 of the 535 seats 
a new 
record. 


But two surveys of public opinion 
toward Catholic politicians have shown 
apparently conflicting views. 


Part of that difference may be due to 
the way the two polling organizations 
phrased their questions. But it may also 
show that while Kennedy’s election in 

1960 ended nearly two centuries in which 
Catholics were excluded from the White 
House, it did not eliminate entirely the 
anti-Catholicism that before Kennedy 
was a major stumbling block for almost all 
Catholic politicians. 


Pope 
Speaks 


‘Search for unity’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — ‘‘Accurate historical work’’ and 
a ‘‘dialogue of faith’’ are vital to understand Martin Luther 
and attain Christian unity, Pope John Paul II said in a letter to 
Cardinal Johannes Willebrands, head of the Secretariat for 
Christian Unity, dated Oct. 31, which was released by the 
Vatican Nov. 5, to commemorate the 500th anniversary of 
Luther’s birth, Nov. 10. 


In the letter, written in German, the pope noted the on-going 
dialogue between Catholics and Lutherans and said that ‘‘it is 
important to continue accurate historical work.’’ Such work, he 
said, does not take sides and is ‘‘motivatéed only by the search 
for truth.”’ 

The_pope also said that such research ‘‘must go on equal 
footing with the dialogue of faith that, at present, we undertake 
to search for unity.” 


‘‘For the Church through the centuries the name of Luther is” 


tied to the memory of a sad period and, in particular, to the 
experience of the origin of ecclesiastical divisions,’’ the pope 
noted. 


He added, however, that with time, circumstances which led 
to that division have come to be better understood. 


‘Scientific research by Evangelical (Lutheran) and Catholic 
scholars,’’ the pope said, ‘‘has led to the outlining of a more 
complete and more differentiated picture of Luther’s 
personality, of that complex web of historical reality in society, 
politics and the church of the first half of the 16th century.”’ 


This research has shown Luther’s ‘‘profound piety,’ the 
pope said. It also shows that the break in Church unity ‘‘is not 
reduced to’’ misunderstanding of Luther by Catholic 
authorities or misunderstanding of Catholicism by Luther, 
‘*even if both had their role,’’ the pontiff added.

The anchoring quiet of autumn 


This year more than most, the Fall seems to be moving 
ahead in a quiet, consolidating way.

In the seventeenth century, it was the policy of the 
Spanish Crown to Christianize, colonize and exploit 
California, but to be unwilling to bear any significant part 
of the financial burden incurred by missionary activities. 
Spain was engaged in costly and fruitless wars against 
various European powers. 

To understand the reasons for the Pious Fund, one 
must recall a part of history so similar to our own early 
California Mission struggle. Three famous black-robed 
Jesuits, among others, were given permission to collect 
money for the task of the conversion of the Baja 
California Indians. They were Father Eusebio Francisco 
Kino, SJ, born in the Italian Tyrol, not far from the 
historic Trent of Church History fame. He became 
known as the Padre of the Pimera Alta. His influence has 
spanned centuries, so well did he know this desert land 
and its people. One might liken him to Padre Junipero 
Serra. 


TO KINO, Baja California was a gigantic, unknown 
island, but this was not to last for long. After many

slipped into the fabric of life’s tapestry and, perhaps 
despite us, become another part of a picture we can not 
yet see in its proper perspective. There are remembered 
circumstances which may still tug us towards mourning, 
but that is not necessarily negative, as long as we eschew 
regret. As an expression of distress at what is not good or 
right in our world, mourning can be integrating. Regret 
is always fragmenting.

Valley of the Sonora in 1687: The Pima Indians were 
really peaceful, and they wanted their own Padre. Kino’s 
enthusiasm caused the Pimans to achieve much, and new 
towns were given such names as San Ignacio, Magdalena, 
San Xavier del Bac, Cocdéspora, Caborca, Tumacacori 
and Tucson. The chain of missions on Padre Kino’s 


75-mile circuit was mushrooming. And then reports:

_ “ambitious Padre Kino,”’ and the ‘‘quarrelsome Indians 


in his charge.’’ Kino’s inexhaustible vigor at age 52 
peeved especially the younger men. 


In the Spring of 1690, Padre Juan Maria Salvatierra, 
the future ‘‘giant’’ of Baja California, rode into Sonora 
from Chinipas, Mexico, with the powers of a Visitor 
General. His sole intent was to shut the missions down if 
conditions approached the rumors so rampant in the 
interior. By the time Salvatierra was ready to continue 
south through the extensive Jesuit Missions, he had 
learned to share the deep vision of Padre Kino. 
Salvatierra decided on courageously regaining the 


Up here in the mountains, the quietening, affirming 
effect of these days is more evident than in cities. As the 
days close in and the leaves scatter in strong gusting

But for this 
moment, for these days before Thanksgiving, we can 
afford to take some quiet time apart to look at the credit 
side of life and total the gifts and blessings that have come 
our way. But we might cast a glance over those things we 
have entered on the debit side. It is just possible that, 
viewed with fresh eyes and sharper awareness; we may 
find them misplaced! 


Californias. The whole chain of missions under Kino’s 
care bordered on the home country of the Apaches and 
their fierce, nomadic cousins, the Jocomes. A primary 
task was to knit a bickering Piman group, the Sobaipuris 
into a firm coalition against Apache incursions. Finally, 
peace and security were brought to the land, but this did 


not last for long. The frontier exploded into open war for — 


three terror-filled months. The Spanish cavalry struck 
fear into the Indians who continued to burn missions and 
fields, escaping long before the Spaniards could react. 
Frustrated, the Spaniards turned the entire problem over 
to Kino. A few days later and many reassurances later, 
peace returned. One priest did in days what confounded 
the agents of the Spanish Crown for months. 


In May of 1697, the hard-riding Padre was scarcely out 


“of the saddle when a dispatch reached him from the 


Mexican Jesuit Provincial. Kino was re-assigned to Baja 
California. The Crown had accepted the Kino-Salvatierra 
proposal to christianize California exclusive of any royal 
assistance. The missioners even had power to control the 
military units sent to protect the Missions. 


Unofficial, but still a saint 


Christians are called to be perfect as our Heavenly 
Father is perfect. A rather high, seemingly impossible 
calling that the month of November annually reminds us 
of in its commemoration of the saints. We all need help to 
live a Christian life, and the Church provides such 
assistance through her teachings, the sacraments and, 
ultimately, the grace of God. The Church also offers us 
the lives of the saints to strive to imitate. We need, of 
course, to be reminded that there are also unproclaimed 
saints of the Church. It is precisely here, I believe, that we 
have an important /ocus for analysing and fostering the 
Christian life. 


It was my good fortune to have intimately known such 
an unofficial saint in the person of my father. To be sure, 
Dad (who died two years ago) is not now nor will he in all 
likelihood ever be proclaimed a saint. 


MOST PEOPLE in the large parish where my father 
lived for over 50 years had no knowledge of the official 
parish St. Bernard, but most knew of the saintly Donald. 
His wake and funeral drew more people than Sunday 
Mass, including 30 priests and two bishops. One of the 
bishops, an especially devoted servant of the down- 


trodden, remarked to me that Donald’s example spurred 
him on in his priestly ministry when he was a young 
curate. ‘It would be naive to think that well-intentioned 
yet mendacious compliments are not doled out in great 
array at funerals. But literally hundreds of people told me 
of my father’s saintly influence on their life, ranging from 
securing employment to helping them with family and 
personal problems. 


Donald lived the cardinal virtues of prudence, 


temperance, justice and courage, along with the - 


theological virtues of faith, hope and charity. In the best 
sene of the Augustinian metaphor, Dad was a worthy 
citizen of both Babylon and Jerusalem, both a part of and 
apart from this world. Donald never owned a house, as 
concern with property rights and other bourgeois values 


might only detract from service to God and neighbor. — 
Instead of mortgage payments, Dad opted for tithing. 


Secular newspeak expressions’ like the good life (i.e., 
owning a house in La Jolla), conversion (i.e., the real estate 
transaction of apartments turning into condominiums), 
or guilt (i.e., the sin of failure to follow the health spa’s 
regimen) were linguistic perversions of what Donald took 
to be significant religious terms., 


Dad, ever so gently, would remind me (the professional 
philosopher) that despite the complex turns in 
contemporary epistemology, it all served as a footnote to 
answer Christ had indirectly given Pilate to his 
question ‘‘And what is truth?’’? That answer, as Daa 
would tell me, was the response of Christ, ‘“‘I am the 
Way, the Truth and the Life.”’ 


’ DAD WAS no less partisan in his politics. He was an 
inveterate Democrat who, despite his staunch support of 
Adlai Stevenson’s presidential candidacies, was ironically 
selected by President Eisenhower to serve on a 
presidential committee on the physically handicapped. 


Even in death, Donald got a message to me. While 
going through his papers to settle his modest estate, I 
came upon a stack of prayers that Dad said daily. On the 
top of many well-worn pages was a prayer from Ignatius 
Loyola that said, in effect, that if we devote our daily 
activities to: God, then all of life is a prayer. Donald lived 
that prayer.

From 1978-80 the CHD funded a 


similar community organization, the San 
Diego Organizing Project. SDOP is now 
able to raise its own $120,000 yearly 
budget. 


Forty-five percent of CHD’s grants go 
to community organizations, 25 percent 
go toward specific issues like tenant, 
laborer or elderly groups. Another 25 
percent is given to economic development 
groups like the crafts cooperative. The 
rest goes to varied projects. 


SEVENTY-FIVE percent of money 
collected for the CHD are sent to the 
Washington office for national allocation; 
the remaining one-quarter is retained in 
dioceses ‘to support local self-help 
initiatives. 

The CHD has not escaped controversy 
since it was formed in 1970 by: the 
American Catholic Bishops. Some 
bishops have ‘objected to the community 
organizing aspect of the CHD. 


Others have wondered why the GHD 
has funded things that appear to be 
secular in nature, such as the Domestic 
Workers Union here in San Diego. 
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Local co-op receives CHD grant 


LONG BEFORE Vatican II, the 
Church recognized the ‘‘basic human 
right’? to organize, Father Mottet said. 
He applauds the work of the Domestic 
Workers Union because it seeks to help 
“‘some of the lowest paid workers.’’ They 
often are minority women who work for 
the wealthy. 


The Church has a Biblical call to 
evangelize the poor, he said. Vatican II 
called for the Church to be “loving, 
merciful, healing and fully Me mease 
Father Mottet added. 


However, experience has shown, ‘‘The 
poor evangelize the Church,’’ he said, 
quoting a statement from a_ recent 
bishops’ council. At Roman synods, 
Third World bishops have had an impact 
on First World ordinaries. Missionaries 
to the Third World often come back 


‘saying they gained more than they gave, 


he added. 


‘SWE NEED to think of ourselves as a 
Church for the poor, with the poor and of 
the poor,’’ Father Mottet added. 


‘‘People begin to think differently, vote

FATHER SMITH saw a large flat 
area in Los Altos, so he landed the 
airplane there August 4. He became the 
first pilot to land a craft in that area, 
which is 10,000 feet in elevation. 


He said he would return to Los. Altos 
two weeks later; the priest was met with 
an inaugural ceremony with plenty of 
people, a band, speech-makers and a 
wind sock. 


There are now 10 operational airstrips 
and the possibility of 40 more, the priest 
said. It was an idea that snowballed. 
“*“The sage was quickly turning into 
action.’ 


A NEED. for money has stalled the 
project. Initially, the bishop, who is from 
Chicago, had a fund-raising campaign

there. That brought in enough to buy a 
1976 Cessna 206 single-engine six-seater.

_In November many Catholics in the 
United States, including our own diocese, 
are joining in observances marking the 
500th birthday of Martin Luther, a man 
they were once taught to revile as a 
heretic who led millions from the faith. 


Behind this shift is a new 
understanding of the man who started out 
to reform Roman Catholicism but ended 
up forming his own church. Behind it also 
is a new understanding of the doctrines he 
taught and of the faults of the Church that 
he was seeking to correct. 


MARTIN LUTHER was born at 
Eisleben in central Germany on Nov. 10, 
1483. He was baptized the next day, the 
feast of St. Martin of Tours, and given 
the name Martin. 


Like St. Paul, Luther could mark a 
dramatic event as a turning point in his 

. life. In July, 1505, en route to Erfurt from 
his home, he was caught in a terrible 
thunderstorm. Fearing for his life, he 
. invoked St. Anne and vowed that he 
would become a monk if he were spared. 


Shortly thereafter he entered the

monastery of the Augustinian Hermits, a 
house belonging to the Saxon 
Congregation of the Observance. He was 
professed after a year and on April 4, 
1507, ordained a priest. 


HIS ONLY journey to Rome took 
place in 1510 when he was sent there on 
business for his community. At the time 
St. Peter’s Basilica was under 
construction, funded heavily by. the 
selling of indulgences. 


While the Church later saw the selling 
of indulgences as an abuse, it believes that 
Christ and the communion of saints have 
accumulated a treasure of merits. 


. The indulgences were sold. believing 
the faithful can draw upon those merits 
and credit them to sinners, thus lessening 
the time they would spend in purgatory. 

ON HIS return from Rome, Luther 
was again stationed at Wittenberg, where 
in 1512 he received his doctorate in 
theology. 

For the next few years, 
continued as.a teacher at Wittenberg. 
The theological ideas developed by him 


Luther 


during ‘this time had their origin in his 
own inner struggles. 


In what is traditionally called Luther’s 
Tower Experience, his insight into how 
people are justified in the eyes of God and 
so obtained eternal life was clarified. 


ONE OF Luther’s chief concerns was 
the ‘‘terrified consciences’’ of people who 
not only had faith and tried to live moral 
lives, but also scrupulously followed many 
Church rules and penances, and paid for 
Masses and indulgences to ensure their 
salvation. 


Focusing on the words of St. Paul’s 
Epistle to the Romans, Luther taught that 
humanity’s hope of justification rests on 
God’s merciful judgment, made known in 
Christ and the Gospel. Justification by 
faith alone became the major doctrinal 
basis of the Protestant Reformation. 


In the medieval spirit of a scholastic 


debate, Martin Luther formulated his 
famous Ninety-five Theses and according 


‘to common practice, he posted them on 


the door of All Saints’ Church: in 
Wittenburg on Oct. 31, 1517. The theses 
not only criticized indulgences but 
reflected Luther’s concept of justification. 


~THIS EVENT marked the beginning 
of debates and inquisitions which led to 
Luther’s excommunication and the start 
of the Reformation less than four years 
later. : 


In seeking to reform the practices of the 
Church, Luther threatened the power, 
income and intertwined interests of 
princes, Church leaders and priests. 


One of the main targets of Luther’s 
attacks was Dominican Father Johann 
Tetzel, who was selling indulgences. It 
was Tetzel who preached ‘‘As the coin in 
the coffer rings, _ $0 ‘the soul from 
purgatory springs.’ 

LUTHER WAS unaware that Tetzel 
was selling indulgences at the request of 


- Archbishop Albrecht of Mainz; to whom 


he submitted a copy of his theses. Half the 
money collected went for the construction 
of St. Peter’s and the other half went to 
the archbishop who was in debt after. 


buying multiple bishoprics, against 
Church law. 

_Archbishop Albrecht. submitted 
-Luther’s theses to Pope Leo X, 


expanding what could have been an 
isolated, local church conflict. 


__ The theologian Father Johann Eck was 
appointed to face Luther at a 1519 debate 


at the University of Ingolstadt. Since 
several of Luther’s theses called for 
reform of practices endorsed by the pope, 


Eck was able to elicit from him an - 


admission of belief that the pope’s 
authority in Church teachings was not 
ultimate. 


ECK RETURNED to Rome and met 
with the pope. In June, 1520, a solemn 


bull of condemnation, Exsurge Domine, 


was issued. From the writings of Luther 
41 propositions were condemned, and he 
was ordered to recant his errors within 60 
days or face excommunication. 


In April, 1521, Luther was summoned 
to the imperial Diet at Worms, a 
legislative assembly of the seven most 
powerful civil and religious magistrates in 
the empire.

There he refused to revoke the 
“theresies’’ contained in his writings, 
saying that his ‘‘conscience is captive to 
the word of God.’’ 


MARTIN LUTHER believed in the 
priesthood of all believers, that the Mass 
should be celebrated in the vernacular, 
that celibacy for priests should be optional 
and the faithful should receive 
Communion under both species. 


The assembly issued the Edict of 
Worms which condemned Luther as an 
outlaw in the empire, but he was given 
safe conduct to Wartburg Castle and 
protective custody by one of the imperial 
electors, Frederick the Wise. 


Luther married a former nun, 
Katherine von Bora, in 1525 and had six 
children. & 


IN 1530 the Diet of Augsburg met, ina 


final attempt to reconcile the views of — 


Luther and. Rome. Luther was not 
allowed to attend. In his stead, Philip 
Melanchthon attended. 


Melanchthon drafted -the Augsburg 
Confession, a summary of Lutheran 
beliefs. However, Luther’s church’ and 
the Roman Catholic Church would not 
come to an agreement on the confession 
for another 450 years. 


The Roman Catholic-Lutheran 
Commission issued a statement in 1980 
explaining that ‘‘the express purpose of 
the Augsburg Confession is to bear 
witness to the faith of one, holy, catholic 
and apostolic church.”’ 


THE COMMISSION’S §statement 


continued, ‘“‘Its concern is not with 
peculiar doctrines nor indeed with the 
establishment of a new church, but with 
the preservation and renewal of Christian 


faith in its purity.’ 


In June, 1983, the international 
commission issued a joint statement on 
the “‘legacy’’ of Martin Luther, saying 
that ‘‘any thought of dividing the Church 
was far from his: mind and was strongly 
rejected by him.”’ 


But the. eyes of the 16th century could 
not see the striving for agreement. As 
Luther’s teachings increasingly came into 
conflict with Rome, the question of final 
authority became most prominent. 


In the mind and heart of Martin

WASHINGTON — Martin Luther 
has to be considered not only a part of, 
but also a “moving factor in, the Catholic 
tradition,’’ said Otto H. Pesch, a

string sound.”’ 


KING ORDERS records for the gospel section, which 
includes CCM. He has found two distinct markets — 
gospel and “‘born again.’’ 


Gospel music is ‘‘extremely passionate with booming 
choirs and soloists with raw passion,’ he said. Mahalia 
Jackson is still ‘‘queen of the genre.’’ Other favorites are 
the Rev. James Cleveland, Barry McGuire and Andrae 
Crouch. 


The ‘‘born again’’ market appears to appeal to a 
younger, white, ‘‘born again’’ person, King said. Sales at 
. Tower Records indicate Keith Green is the ‘‘superstar’”’ 
of that market. 


‘HE APPARENTLY was a fundamentalist, very 
hard core,’’ King said. Green was killed in a plane crash. 
His albums sold strongly before his ultimely death, but 
more so now.

Green has a ‘‘small following on the border of a cult. 
His death in the plane crash has made a cult figure of 
him.”’ 

Overall sales of CCM are ‘‘miscellaneous at best,’’ he 
said and account for less than five percent of the store’s 
total album traffic. In comparison, jazz and country 
music each account for about 10 percent of the store’s 
sales. © 


HOWEVER, the CCM market “‘is getting bigger,’’ 
King noted. Two or three years ago management 
considered sharply reducing the inventory in the 
Christian section to two racks of records. They now have 
doubled the inventory and are showing signs of 
increasing. : 

The CCM market “‘is holding its own and starting to 
do better,’’ he said. 


Customers have told King that the Sports Arena Tower 
Records store has a good sélection of CCM, ‘‘but I’ve 
always thought that the people who are into this are going 
to go to the specialty stores. I can’t see them coming into 
Tower. Our store is very worldly, to say the least.’’ 


ONE OF those specialty stores is Foothills Bible 
Bookstore in La Mesa which sells Christian albums from 
rock to country and from gospel to ‘‘mellow,’’ music 
department sales clerk Brenda Berman said. 


They have a “‘faithful clientele’’ of older people, but 
half their sales are made to customers who range from the 
young teens to early 20s. ‘“We’ve gotten quite a few more 
young people’’ coming into the store since she began 
working there nearly three years ago. 


The younger record buyers go for records that ‘‘sound 
like the music they listened to before they were saved. The 
lyrics speak to them and the music is like what they are 
used to,”’ she said. 


O’CONNOR’S Religious Goods sells. some CCM 
recordings, but the top-selling artists are Catholics — 
John Michael Talbot, Carey Landry, the St.Louis Jesuits 
and the Monks of the Western Priory. All but Talbot 
primarily write liturgical music. 

Talbot is the only one of that group who has had 
notable success in the CCM market. ‘‘He is one of the 
biggest selling Christian artists, period,’” Tom Granger, 
editorial assistant for Music Line said. 


Music Line is less than a year old, but is an outgrowth 
of Contemporary Christian Magazine, which has been 
charting record popularity for years. 


Music Line’s October, 1983 chart for album sales 
showed Talbot’s Songs Far Worship, Vol. I was number 
16 and No Longer Strangers, an album he recorded with 
his brother, Terry, was number 19. 


GRANGER termed Talbot’s style ‘‘worship’’ music. It 
certainly is not rock, but rests in the quieter end of the 
CCM spectrum. 


The top five rock albums for October, according to 
Music Line, were recorded by Sheila Walsh, Leslie 
Phillips, Resurrection Band, Randy Stonehill and 
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Kansas. 


All those acts, except Kansas, record for Christian 
labels. Kansas gained popularity as a secular band with its 
hits Dust In the Wind and Carry On Wayward Son, and 
now records Christian-flavored rock on CBS Records. 


STONEHILL recently performed in concert at Point 
Loma Nazarene College. Lisa Kenney, who booked the 
concert, said Stonehill is ‘‘a good draw.’’ He displayed a 
great deal of humor and compassion at the Nov. 4 
concert. 


Like many CCM concert artists, Stonehill and his 
opening act did not have a band with them. Each either 
played a guitar or piano and sang. 


Stonehill’s performance showed why CCM fans are 
willing to attend such simple affairs. He did not just stand 
in front of a microphone and sing, but captivated the 
audience by dancing and bounding around while singing. 
He drew the audience in wtih his energy. 


ALTHOUGH some of Stonehill’s songs satirize 
trendiness, he at least nodded to the new wave and 
rockabilly influence with his black and white outfit that 
included an obligatory narrow black tie. 

Walsh is another CCM artist who is aware of musical 
trends. Techno-pop, which is very popoular in secular 
musical circles, is the style of her War of Love album, 
produced by Cliff Richard, a Christian and British rock 
legend. 

B-100’s (KFMB-FM) The Word in Music is one of the 
few radio outlets for Christian music. The one-hour 
program bégins at 7 a.m. each Sunday. 


RADIO STATIONS must dedicate a portion of their 
broadcast time to ‘‘public interest’’ items, so B-100’s 


program-operations manager decided to air a Christian - 


music program that would be ‘“‘consistent in texture with 
the light rock of the rest of the station,’’ Glen McCartney 
said. 


He chose a locally-produced program rather than one 
of the nationally-syndicated religous rock shows like 
Power Line. 


He wants to have some control over the product and to 


-know The Word in Music’s producer, Mike Atkinson, 


will choose music to fit the B-100 format. ‘‘If the music 
gets a little rad, he hears from me,’’ McCartney said. 


ATKINSON calls the program’s music  ‘‘album- 
oriented contemporary.’’ He looks for ‘‘a wide variety of 
musical styles’? and opts for album cuts, rather than hits, 
in such styles as jazz, pop, rockabilly, soul and new wave. 

We play ‘‘not your standard pop fare, but we look for 
music with integrity,’’ Atkinson said. 


Gary Pruitt, the program’s announcer and host, likes 
his job because ‘‘You’ve got to hit people where they are 
and if they’re not going to church you’ve got to get them 
at home.”’ 


EVERYONE involved with The Word in Music thinks 
non-Christians are definitely a part of the audience. 
People who listen to B-100 regularly or just stumble upon 
the Sunday program probably don’t turn the dial — they 
hope. 


“As often as possible,’’ Pruitt said, he plays songs by 


secular artists who have some religious music, including 
T-Bone Burnett, 


Dion, Bruce Cockburn and Donna 
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Gospel to pop, Christian music has many styles 


Summer. 


Atkinson, Pruitt and Ross Murphy, the program’s 
engineer, came up with a list of their five favorite 


performers in CCM: rocker Mike Heard, who has a new | 


acoustic album out on Myrrh Records; Leslie Phillips, a 
pop-rocker also on Myrrh; Michael Card, musically 
similar to Dan Fogelberg; Bob Bennett, a low-key singer- 
songwriter now with Priority Records; and Phil Keaggy, 
whom some consider CCM’s finest guitarist — he plays 
rock with a sweet edge. 


The Word in Music also noted the popularity of hard- 
rocking Petra, middle-of-the-road star Amy Grant, 
former Imperials lead singer Russ Taff and inspirational 
music-singer Sandy Patti, of San Diego. 


KMJC-AM sometimes ‘has a Christian rock program 
on Saturday at 9 p.m., but it is considered “‘filler.’’ If the 
station sells that air time, David Manzi’s local rock 
program is pushed back or shelved for the week, said Carl 
James, operations manager. 


‘*THE FORMAT is popular, we just don’t have much 
chance to play it,’’ James said. ‘‘Until the time is sold, I 
want to keep contemporary Christian music playing on 
Saturday nights,’’ he said. 


Black gospel can be heard on The God is Alive Program 
on XHRM-FM, Sundays from 6 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Nehemiah Brown hosts the show.

makes a significant contribution to world 
peace. Cardinal Bernardin, calling the 
peace prize a ‘“‘high honor,’’ said he 
accepted it in the NCCB’s name. 


He also cited the other members of the 
NCCB’s Ad Hoc Committee on War and 
Peace — Bishops George Fulcher of 
Lafayette, Ind., John O’Connor of 
Scranton, Pa., Daniel Reilly of Norwich, 
Conn., and Thomas Gumbleton, 
auxiliary of Detroit. 


The cardinal designated the prize 
money to go toward the U.S. Catholic 
Conference’s peace efforts. 


_IN HIS acceptance address Cardinal 
Bernardin said he did not mean to 
disparage arms control efforts, but 
suggested one example of the public’s 
failure to scrutinize nuclear policy was the 
decision to equip strategic missiles with 
multiple nuclear warheads, known as 
MIRVs. 

“In reviewing the last 20 years, few 
decisions appear more fateful for arms 
control than the deployment of MIR Ved 


~ missiles by both superpowers,”’ he said. 


“The decision was taken without 
widespread public interest,’’ he said. 
‘Indeed, by comparison with the intense 
debate of the last several years 
surrounding deployment of the MX, the 
relative silence about MIRVs in the 1970s 
is all the more striking,’’ he said. 


QUESTIONS REMAIN ‘‘about why 
the U.S. failed to seek a ban on MIRVing 
when we had the technology and the 
Soviets did not,’’ he said referring to U.S. 
decision as ‘‘a policy mistake.”’ 

In addition to public apathy and policy 
mistakes, a ‘‘pervasive mistrust’’ in the 
American-Soviet relationship has also 
hampered arms-control, he said. 

“Events like the destruction of the 
Korean airliner give anyone pause about 
the capacity for cooperation,’’ he said. 
But U.S. policy doctrines like ‘‘linkage”’ 
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under which progress in arms control is 
tied to Soviet change on other world 
issues ‘‘can also set standards virtually 
impossible to meet,’’ he said. 


HE CALLED for U.S. policymakers 
to give arms control priority ‘‘on a 
sustained basis.”’ 


“Realism today requires that we 
understand our division but not be blind 
to our mutual interests,’’ he said. Instead 
of seeking ‘‘to establish a detailed 
consensus in the United States on all 
aspects of the American-Soviet 
relationship,’’ public understanding 
should ‘‘seek a narrow but firmly held set 
of shared convictions which could 
undergird a coherent arms control policy 
over the long-term,”’ he said. 


The cardinal proposed that such a 
consensus might seek support for the 
following presuppositions: 

e The usé of nuclear weapons is not a 
rational, moral goal; deterrence is, but as 
a transitional strategy; 


e Arms control is not a function of 
trust nor a favor to others; it serves 
mutual interests in avoiding the use of 
nuclear weapons; 


e Negotiation is hardly the only form 
of risk-taking in a nuclear age — ‘‘we 
may risk much more, he said, ‘‘by 
refusing to give arms control a consistent 
priority.”’ 


REGARDING THE six-month-old 
pastoral letter, he said its fundamental 
contribution has been to “‘open space in 
the policy debate for the explicit analysis 
of the moral dimension of policy.’’ 


He called the prevention of nuclear war 
a “‘central moral and political task of our 
time.’’ He cautioned, however, that it is 
only one global challenge in ‘‘a world 
marked by grinding poverty and 
injustice.’’
